From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 1. 
Milan, Jan. 18. 
HE Marquis de Florida, Governour 
of our Cattle, has deciar’d beforehand, 
that afloon as the Term agreed on 
with this City for a Sufpenfion of 
Arms is eapird, as it will the End 
of this Month, he will fire upon us with burning 
Bullets, unicfs he be furnifh’d with fuch a Quantity 
of Provifions as was given him before for the Subfitt- 
ance of his Garrifon. Our 60 Decuriores have af- 
fembied to confider of this Matter, and their Depu- 
ties have conferr’d about it with the Marquis de Prie 
the Emperour’s Plenipotentiary , and Count Conig- 


- feck who commands the Imperial Troops employ’d 


in the Blockade of our Caftie; But ‘tis faid they 
have deferr'd their Anfwer to the Governour, til] the 
Return of an Exprefs fent co Turin to know Prince 
Eugene’s Pleafure. In the mean time the Prepara- 


‘tions for attacking the Caftle are continued with 


great Diligence. “Tis advis’d from Turin, that the 
Duke of Savoy has nominated to the Bifhoprick of 
Vercelli M. Vifconti Brother of the General and 
Chancellor of that Name. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb, 1. 
Vienna, Jan. 15. The Emperour has declar’d, that 
he is willing the Negociation of Peace with the 
Malecontents fhould be renew'd, and in Order to it 
to agree to a Sufpenfion of Arms, provided the 
Malecontents will previoufly declare, 1. That they 
will quit their Demand of the Guaranty of Sweden 
and Pruffia, 2. That the Tranfilvanians content 
themfelves with being ftil’d in the Treaty The Tran- 
filvanians allied with the confederated Hungarians, 
and 3. That no other Prince of Tranfilvania fhall be 
elected, during the Life of the prefent Prince Abaffi, 
and as long as the prefent Peace wich the Turks lafts, 
Which Conditions are fent to Prince Ragotski. 
Leipfich, Jan. 23. King Auguftus continues in this 
City, and there are frequent Vifits between him and 
tte King of Sweden. Laft Week, as King Au- 
guftus was riding out of this City to Alt-Ranftad, 
he met juft without the Ga.e King Staniflaus in a 
Coach, having with him his Queen who was come 
from Stetin : They faluced with their Hats as they 
a(s’d by each other, and King Auguftus immediate-. 
y clap’d Spurs to his Horfe and rid on. The States 
of this Electorate make preifirg Inftances to the 
King of Sweden to take but 1300000 Rixdollars in- 
ftead of 1900000 that he demands of them for Con- 
tributions: But their 2 Deputies who recurn’d 
yefterday from the King of Sweden's Quarters, have 
reported, that they had not been abie to prevail

The Servants of 
King Augoftus’s Huthold, which are coming from 
larsPoland,are exp Ged here within 8 (dys; but fome 
Saxon Troops will winter in ‘he Way wodhip of 
Cracow, «nd they now exs@ there 5 Rixdollars a 
Head a Month, inftead cf 2 Rixdollars as had been 
agreed. The Swedes continue to raife Men with 
as great Application as ever. 

Neurembcr,, Jan. 25. Some Swedith Officers have 
defir'd leave to raife Men in this City, Ausbourg, 
Katisbon, and other Places, but the Magiftrates 
excus'd themfelves, alledging that they could nor 
grant that Liberty bur co fuch only as produc’d the 
Emperour’s Commiifion :* Yet the (aid Officers levy 
Men underhand, and particularly on the Frontiers of 
Bavaria. They write from Strasbourg, that the 
French are making very great Preparations for an 
early Expedition, -and that they ftill give our they 
expect the Elector of Bavaria to command on the 
Rhine. 

Hildefbeim, Jan. 25. ’Tis advis'd from Saxony, 
that the Count de Monafterole the Bavarian Minifter 
continues at Leipfich, and that the Swedes demand 
Contributions till the Month of May. 
_ Liege, Jan. 28, The Ele@tor of Bavaria is at Mons 
and fends frequent Couriers to the Count de Mo- 
nafterele, his Envoy with the King of Sweden ia 
Saxony. 

Berlin, Jan. 25. "Tis advis’d from Poland, that 
the Czar has offer'd the Republitk of Poland 20000 
Men, to fupport the Election of a new King which 
moft of the Polifh Nobility are inclin’d to make. 
M. Printz fet out from hence Yefterday on his Re- 
turn to the King of Sweden in Saxony, to attend 
him as Envoy from our Kiog. Baron Kniphuyfen 
being nominated to go Ambaffador. from this Court 
to the King of Spain, is making: Preparation for be- 
ginning his Journey very fpeedily.
